HOMICIDE AT KANKAKEE,

On Tuesdey afternoon, about 5 o'clock, a 
Frenchman named Flagioli, at Kankakee, was 
killed by aman named Burton, a resident of 
same place, formerly of Kentucky. The cir- 
cumstances as related to us as fullows: Fla- 
gidli and another Frenchman were cutting grass 
‘ou Burton's land, in sight of his house, where 
be was standing. He went down and ordered 
them to desist from mowing further, to which 
they complied, but continued to load their 
wagon with what they had already cut. Burton 
forbid their taking any of it away, when @ quar- 
rel arose with Flagioli; bitter words were ex- 


lent manver characteristic of his nation ; when 
excited, Burton retreated slewly until be was in 
the corner between the fence and open gate, 
when he drew out a jacknife and stuck it into 
the left side and bowels of Flagioli, cutting him 


places. Flagioli struck with his fist and Burton 
aguin struck with his jack-knife, inflicting a 
slight wound on the shoulder. Flagioli turned 
and fled. During the quarrel between Flagioli 
and Burton, the other Frenchman went to get a 
scythe, and was approaching with it when the 
fatal blow was given. Flagioli sank down when 
he had ggne a short distance, and was supposed 
to be dead. 

The news soon reached the town, and the 
greater part of the population being French 
sympathized deeply with Flagioli. It was said 
too that this was the fourth man that the de- 
structive Kentuckian had killed. A high ex- 
citement arose, every saloon pouring forth a 
degen or more infuriated Frenchmen, until a 
mob had gathered, filled with the determination 
to hang Barton forthwith. He was, however, 
removed to the jail and protected.
